* A Proclamation againſt ſending ouer of Children 


and reliefe to Seminaries.

S it belongeth to Our Royall Clemency, to moderate and mitigatg 


| the rigour of Our Lawes, where we linde the ſame ouer⸗burdenlome to 
Hur louing Subjects: So on the other lide it belongs no leſſe to Our 
Coll PzincelyPolicie and tare, to pꝛoture and quicken the due obleruation and 
execution of Our Lawes ( eſpecially,ſuch as haue beene made foꝛ the pꝛe⸗ 
ſeruation and generall weale of Our Kingdome) And further allo, ta 
pꝛouide by Our Royall conſtitutions and commandements, that Qu: 
Subiects doe not fall into the danger and penalty of Our Lawes there⸗ 
by pꝛeuenting thole offences and miſchiefes, befoze they happen, which the Law can punich onely 
when they are paſſed. Whereas therefoze in an Act of Parliament, made in the firſt yeere ol Our 
Baigne,there is a pꝛohibition conteined againſt the ſending ouer of Childzen beyond the Seas, with 
intention, that they ſhould be educated, oꝛ repaire in, oꝛ to any Colledge, Seminary, oꝛ houſe of Je⸗ 
ſuites, oꝛ any other Popiſh oꝛder, pzofeſſion, oz calling whatſoeuer, to be inſtructed, perſwaded, oz 
ſtrengthened in the Popiſh Neligion oz in any ſozt to pꝛofeſſe the ſame; and allo againſt the paſſing 
and going ouer ofany perſon foꝛ the likepurpoſe ; and likewiſe foꝛ the returne of any ſuch perſons as 


were foꝛmerly gone within a time pꝛefixed, vpon certaine penalties and dilablements in the ſaid Act. 


expꝛeſſed the tlauſes wherof foz the ready vſe of Hur Subiects, we haue canſed to be ſet downe vnder 
theſe pzeſents) and foꝛ that the intent of ſynding oz going was a thing ſecret , and could not alwayes 
plainely appeare ; and the further Actes allo done beyond the Seas, were things not ſo tonueniently 
to be found out and tryed; it was thought fit to ſtop that nulchiefe in the beginning, and thereupon it 
was by another Statute made in the third yeere ol Hur Raigne,pzoudently oꝛdained, that the Chil · 
dꝛen of any Subiett ofthis Realme( the ſaid Childꝛen not being Houldiers, Mariners, Merchants, o: 
their Appꝛentiles oz Fattoꝛs) chould not be ſent oꝛ goe beyond the Seas, without the licenſe of Us, 
oꝛ ſixe of Our Pꝛiuie Counſell, (whereot᷑ Our pꝛintipall Secretarie to be one,) vnder their hands and 
Deales; that thoſe that were fozmerly gone without ſuch licenſe, ſhould returne within a 
time vydn tert enalties and diſablements, the Clauſes ot which ſatd Statute, wee haue allo tau⸗ 
ſed to be ſet downe vnder theſe pꝛelents. di 

Now foꝛaſmuch as we are giuen to vnderſtand, that notwithſtanding the ſald Lawes, there are 


great multttudes ol Our Hubietts and their thildꝛen o either Hexe, which art edutated and doe re · 
maine in the land Colledges and Seminartes, oz otherwiſe doerepaireinto, and frequent the ame, 
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whereby ther — in Ketigton, but alſo poiſoned and infected 

inthetr duetie and Alleageante towards Us, and allo alienated and eſtrangedin their naturall lone | 
and affection towards their Countrey, and the happy eſtate thereof: which is ſo much the moze = 
dangerous, becauſe this poilon is infuled into Youthes and Students (as into new veſſels) whereby 
it groweth in time into an inueterate habite of malice againſt the pzeſent Gouernment. 

And foꝛalmuch as wee are further infozmed, that ders great ſummesofmoneyare from tune 
to time iſſued,andſent ouer out of this Kingdome, to the reliefe and maintenance of ſuch Youthes | 
and Students, and other perſons abiding and liuing in the ſayd Colledges and Houſes, and not only | 
ſo,but to the very ſtructure, endowment, and ſuppozt of the ſald Deminartes, and Colledges, and 
Houſes, doth of men and women: whereby the treaſure of Hur Realme is not onely exhauſt, but 
turned to the pꝛeiudite ofthe State, and to pzeparatiues ofſeditlon and troubles. 

we therfoꝛe, minding no longer to endure ſuchapparant neglett and tranſgreſlion ot Dur Tawes, 
but thzoughly and ſpeedily to meet with the pernitious conſequences, which by occaſion thereof 
might dayly moze and moze appꝛoach and grow bpon Our royall Perſon, Crowne, Eſtate, and lo⸗ 
uing Subiects, doe with the aduite of Our Painie Connſell, publiſh,declare,and ſtraightiy charge,and 
command by theſe pꝛelents, all Pur Judges, Juſtices, O ffiters and Piniſters, to whom it mayap- 
pertaine, and all Our Subiects in generall : That the bzanches of the ſaid Statutes befoze men⸗ 
tioned, be hereafter duely kept,and oblerued, and diligently and carefully pzoſecuted and put in execu- 
tion, vpon paine, not onely ofthe penalties, fozfeitures, and diſablements, inthe ſaid Statutes cons 
tained, but alſo of ſuch further and higher degree of puniſhment, as by the ancient Lawes and 
Statutes of this Realme, may be iuſtly inflicted vpon ſuch Offenders, as ſhall commit any act oz 
thing, tending to ſedition and ſubuerſion of Our State and Gouernment,and alſo vpon paine of Our 
high indignation, and other condigne cenſure, againſt ſuch Hur Officers 02 Miniſters, as ſhall be res 
mille, oꝛ weakeinthe adminiſtration, oꝛ execution of our Lawes, oꝛ the due perfozmance and dil⸗ 
charge of Our royall Commandement, ina caſe that tonternes Us ſo neerely. 

And fozaſmuchas the relieſe, which paſſeth from hente, is in great part the fuell and nouriſhment 
ofthis great intonueniente: Me do further by theſe pꝛelents charge and command all Hur Subtects, 
and euery abet doe not hereafter, directly oꝛindirettiy ſend ouer, oz make ouer in coyne, 


oꝛ balew, oꝛ by bils of exchange, oz by any other meanes oꝛ deuite whatſoeuer, any money, exhibition, 
reliefe, oꝛ maintenance vnto any childe, oꝛ other perlon being Our Subtect, oz Stranger, which now 
doth, oꝛ hereafter ſhall remaine in any Seminartie.Houſe, oꝛ Colledge of any popiſh oꝛder, pꝛofeſſion, 
literature, oꝛ inſtitution, oꝛ other wile doth, oz ſhall vſually repairt into, oz frequent the lame: noz to- 
wards the building, repairing, endo wing, furniſhing, defraying, maintaining, oꝛ other vſe of any ol 
the ſaid Seminaries, Houſes, oꝛ Colledges, vpon paine offine and impuſonment, and other ſeuere 
tenſure in Our Court ot Starre chamber. foꝛ their tontempt in that behalfe: leauing neuerthelelle 
the particular caſes with the due circumſtances thereof vnto ſuch further and higher puniſhment; 
as by Our Lawes is due to ſuch, as ſhall gine ayde, reliele, and comfozt to thoſe places, which Pur 
Lawesthemſelues eſteeme no better, then ſeed-plots and fozges ofſedition,and diſlotalty;and where 
many perſons line and abide, which ik they ſhould returne into this Land, are bytudgement of Law

Furthermoze, wee ſtraightly charge andcommand, all Parents, Gardians, and Gouernours of 


any Childe oꝛ perſon, which now remaineth, oziseducatedin anyoftheſaid Seminaries,Houſes 0 


Colledges, That they foꝛthwith vpon notite now had oz hereafter to behadthereof,doe ſend foꝛ. and 
retall euer ſach Chude, ozPerſon, reſpectinely with all ſpeede to returne into this Kingdome; and 
that they ve the vttermoſt of their authoꝛitp, intereſt, and meanes, that ther poſſiblycan,foz the redu ·

And vpon paine that any owner ofany Ship oz veſſell, that ſhall wittingly oꝛ willinglycaryany ſuch 
ouer the Seas without licenſe,as is afozeſaid,ſhall fozfait his Ship,oz Veſſell, and all the tackle.And 
euery Paſter,o2 Marinoz,of, oꝛ in any ſuch Ship, oꝛ Ueſſell, offending as afozeſaid, ſhall fozfait all 
their goods, and luffer impꝛilonment by the ſpace oftwelue Moneths, without baile,oz maine⸗pꝛile.
